They make a dis- 
tinction between the organizers of 
the assassin bauds, the movers of 
dynamite bomb throwing by in- 
cendiary harangues, privts and 
other excitings, and the duped fol- 
lowers who do their bidding.. They 
virtually give up their brothers to 
justice for doing what they incited 
them to do. No such distinction is 
set up in any other kind of banded 
outlaws. In no other banding 
against society and law do the lead- 
ers and instigators of the acts of 
robbery or bloodshed assert an in- 

on their part which gives 
up their followers to be executed by 
justice. The common sort of the 
Anarchists and Socialists should 


mark well this line which the or- 


ganizers and instigators of assas- 
sination have drawn, by which 
they abandon the instruments of 
their plots to the justice of the law, 
while they assert innocence for 
themselves by the plea that they 
only incited the murderous act, but 
did not put their hand to it. The 
simple people who are drawn into 
these dark-lantern societies by the 
vague idea that their condition is 
to be raised by a revolution in the 
social order and the dissolution of 
government; the simple followers 
think that the orators and writers 
who command to do this bloody 
work bave a part in it and take 
upon themselves its dangers. But 
they find that when they have been 
wrought up to madness by this 
simulated madness of their leaders, 
and have put in practice their 
teachings, incitements and com- 
mands, the iocendiary baranguers 
draw a line of distinction between 
themselves as teachers and their 
followers as doers of their teaching, 
by which they argue that they are 
only exercising the harmless free- 
dom of speech, and by the same ar- 
gument they give up the actors of 
their plot to the law’s justice. 
Every Anarchist attack upon the 
conviction of the Chicago Anarch- 
ist leaders has admitted that if the 
man who actually threw the 
bomb had been identified and con- 
victed his hanging would be just.

As negroes are in lar 
majority everywhere throughout the 
sugar district, aud as they are deter- 
mined neither to work themselves at 
present prices nor allow others to work, 
furthey trouble is looked for. Planters 
are determined to introduce new labor- 
ers, anda large number of warrants 
for eviction of strikers have been 
served.

Sew for a fire department in 
Reno?“ asked a GAZETTE reporter 
this morning of a heavy taxpayer 
in town. 

„Well, to be candid, I cannot un- 
derstand the recommendations, nor 
can I see the propriety of having 
the Grand July act in the matter. 
Reno needs a good fire department; 
that is certain. But we have a 
Board of Fire Commissioners, con- 
sisting of H. Fogg, T. K. Hymers, 
J. B. Williams, D. B. Boyd and 
J. L. McFarlin, whose duty it is to 
attend tothe matter. I was talk- 
ing with one of them ooly a few 


hours ago, and be said that the 
Board intended holding a meeting 
in a few days, or just as soon as 
they could learn just what was 
needed, and submit their report to 
the County Commissioners, who 
would probably hold a special meet- 
ing, if necessary, and act on the 
matter at once.“ 

‘What de you think of the Grand 
Jury’s recommendation to purchase 
three horses, extend the present en- 
gine house to afford stable room 
and to create a corps of paid fire- 
men?“ 

„As I said before, Reno needs a 
fire department, and needs it badly. 
Our town is no longer a venture; 
many people have found it a-good 
pluce to make homes in, and it i- 
bound to grow. But we can’t afford 
to put on cityairs yet. They costa 
whole lot of money, and al:eady 
mauy tax-payers complain of the 
present very reasonable rates im- 
panes on them. But to have the 

ro department, that in my estima- 
tion is needed, wili meur a monthly 
expense of from $150 to $175. In 
the first place I would advise the 
purchase of a lot, suitably located, 
kor au engine house. The Central 
Pacific Railroad Company owns the 
ground the present engine house is 
on, and from what I understand, 
wecan geta lease of itonly from 
omg to year. The lot and a suita- 

le building on it need not cost 
much, and it will be public prop- 
erty, and will ircrease in value as 
the town grows. To build on 
ground that you can’t get a lease on 
fora longer period thana year is 
not safe, vor is it business. I would 
also advise that two gompanies be 
formed; that the members have a 
comfortable room to meet in; that 
—— couts and, if necessary, hats be 
ught for them, and that each 
company be allowed $20 or $25 a 
month out of the public funds with 
which to pay incidental expenses 
and for losses they may sustain at 
fires; that a competent engineer be 
employed, and also a steward, who 
could de taugbt bow to handle an 
engine in an emergency. As for 
purchasing three or four horses, I 
don’t deem it necessary. Arrange- 
ments can be made with almost 
any livery stable in town fortwo or 
three horses whenever they are 
wanted. But, here; if you are go- 
ing to print what I have been say 
ng fiod out first what others bave 
to suggest, for their ideas miy be 
much better than mine. I really 
have not given the m tter a great 
deal of thought, and probably some 
of my suggestions are not feasible.’’ 

The reporter assured the taxpayer 
that he would endeavor to get ideas 
on the matter from others interested 
and print them.

A few of these 
newspapers seem to lightly ridicule 
this grand proposition as a farce 
and a wooden nutmeg show. With- 
out taking up too much of the val- 
ua le space in your columns, I beg 
to make a few simple statements as 


regards this siphon business. It 
may seem at first a bold proposition, 


but when more mature knowledge 
is manifested it will melt into sim- 
plicity like the dew before the 
bright morning sun. 

It needs buta few simple state- 
ments to put this grand proposition 
aright before sceptics. [am well 
aware that 33} feet elevation is the 
limit of vacuum gravity. Beyond 
that elevation,to raise a liquid sub- 


stance must be applied more than 
simpie mau power, especially wheu 
other tban a common suction pump 
or simple siphon is used. Just the 
height the waters of Lake Tahoe 
will have to be raised to carry it 
across the summit, as no survey has 
been made by me yet, I am not 
able to say, but sufficient know!l- 
edge on this subject las: een gained 
to know that several hundred feet 
— between the lake and the sum- 
mit to be overcome by this siphon 
proposition. The atmospheric pres- 
sure of the surface of the ocean is 15 
pounds pressure to the square inch 
—fer more thau simple man is able 
to overcome by a simple baud 
pump of more than 33} feet. The 
pressure of Lake Tahoe is some 15 
per cent less than at the surface of 
the ocean. Now whena pipe suf- 
ficiently strong is laid from the 
lake over the summit ofa given 
hight and the air is drawn or forced 
out by the om ressure of said 
pipe a vacuum is formed and water 
will follow out of the lake up 
the pipe over the summit down 
into the valley below and continue 
to run, provided said valley is lower 
than the surface of said lake or 
pond; and as the Carson valley is 
seme 497 feet lower than the sur- 
face of Lake Tahoe, when the water 
reaches that lower altitude it will 
most assuredly continue to run 
with force, according to this amount 
of depression in the valley below, 
allowing for friction of the water 
passing along the siphon pipe ou 
its course to the valley below. 
Hence the utility, practicability 
aud immense poser for manufac- 
turing purp:ses. Water can be 
taken out of the siphon 100 feet 
from thesummitaniallalougdown 
the grade by means ofcheck valves. 

I will also state that when the 
lakes are below the general level of 
the surrounding country I have de- 
vised means to take out the wat r 
in large. quantities and with sim- 
ple economy for irrigation pur-

The report of Colonel Switzler, 
Chief of the Bureau of Statistics 
on Wool and Manufacturers of 
Wool, is ready for distribution. It 
shows that the number of sheep in 
the United States increased from 
19,000,000 in 1840 to 51,000,000 in 
1884, but declined to 45,000,000 in 
1887. This marked decline oc- 
curred mainly in the Southern and 
Western States, and is attributed 
te a decline in the price of wool 
since 1884. Great Britain being 
the leading wool market of the 
world has always been the princi- 
pal market for our purchases of 
weol. Turkey and Russia Lave 
also been important sources of di 
rect supply, but the Argentine Re- 
public is now next to Great Britain 
our source of supply, fellowed by 
Australasia, 
Our imports of wool rose from 
1,715,699 pounds in 1822 to 114,038,- 
030 pounds in 1887. The increase 


in wool imports has about kept 
pace with the growth of our weol 
products, both having about 
doubled since 1860, A series of 
tables illustrates the increase in 
the products and exportations and 
relations between the two,as for 
example: From 1864 to 1868 161,- 

000,000 pounds were produced, and 
420,000,000 imported; from 1874 to 
1878, 198,000,000 pounds were pro- 
duced and 45,000,000 imported; 
from 1882 to 1886, 297,000,000 pounds 
were produced and 92,000,000 im- 
perted. From 1823 to 1831 the an- 
nual imports of wool in manufac- 
tures averaged over $9,000,000 in 
value, or more than 71 cents per 
capita, while from 1832 to 1841 they 
reached over $14,000,000, or 84 cents 


per capita. 


numbers, and of our imports $19,- 
000,000, both together being about 
$1 95 per capita of our population. 
In 1860 $39,000,000 in value were 
produced and $43,000,000 imported, 
together being about $2 65 per 
) capita. In 1870 the product reached 
| $110,000,000 and the importations 
$35,000,000, being »3 75 per capita. 
In 1880 the product had grown to 
$164,000,000 and the imports were 
valued at $31,000,000, being $3 91 
per capita. 

Thus while our products of 
woolens has increased since 1850 


the consumption per capita has 
doubled, which, the statistician 
says, indicates in a striking manner 
the advancement of wealth and 
comfort in the style of living 
among the people of the country. 

Statistics of imports and exports 
of woolens in the trade of foreign | 
countries show that the United | 
Kingdom is foremost in the foreign 
trade in wools, the imports duriug 
1885 amounting in value to 849,000, 
000 and the exports to $115,000,000, 
France comes next, with imports 
of $49,000,000 aud exports of 878, 
000,000. Germany imports $25,000,- 
000 and exports $51,000,000. 

There has been a large decline in 
the woolen trade of Great Britain 
since 1874, as shown by the exports 
as follows: Exports from 1870 to 
1875, $787,000,000; from 1870 to 1884, 
$545,000,000, showing a decline of 
$239, 000,000, or 30 per cent 
tween the periods. 
is attributed in part to high foreign | 
tariffs, which it is claimed shut out 
the manufacturers of Great Britain 
from foreign markets,
